"Jackson Saxon - married Martha Shirley. Born 16 July 1826 died 25 June 1890. Buried 
Magnolia Cemetery, Greenwood. Martha born 30 Dec. 1826, died 30 Oct 1896 possibly buried 
near Athens, Ga. Jackson was overseer at old Skinner Smith place near Waterloo. Soldier in 
Confederate Army - Co. D. 27th 8 C Reg. under Gen. Hagood known as Sumter Guard. Had 5 
boys and 2 girls. My Aunt who lives in Greenwood has an old gourd that has been in the Saxon 
family for years. Grown in Scotland and brought to this country by Lewis Watson, who settled 
in Newberry Co. on Clowd Creek, In 1750 James Watson, his son, was a soldier in the American 
War and used the gourd as a powder horn in that war. He bequested it to Jackson Saxon, one 
of his descendants in 1844. Just how these Watsons came in I haven't traced yet. 


As to the father of Jackson Saxon, I haven't been able to find him. My Grandfather, L. A. Saxon, 
of Laurens said that Jack was an illegitimate child, he thought. His mother was a Betty Burns 
who was the wife of Bill Burns. Probably she was a Saxon before and married this Burns. 
Granddaddy said old Hugh Saxon was an uncle of Jack's. This Hugh died in 1852 and had a 
brother named Joshua who died in 1874."

Cruise, born in Seuth Carolina in 1797, died 1878 in Amite 
County ,s. Some of the allied lines to the Cruise are Foole, 
Hunt, Wroten, Badan, Williams, and others. Space does not 
allow me to list all of them. The combined index includes 
over ten thousand names of descendants of these two men. 

A history of Revolutionary and Civil War service by members 
of both families was researched and beautifully written by 
the late Billy D. Buckles as were other accounts and legends 
handed down through the years. 

Approximately 78 pages of pictures of family members an 
both sides are included.
